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Annual  Meeting  Held 
by  Friends  of  Library 

Jerry  E.  Patterson,  an  expert  on 
American  books  and  manuscripts  and 
director  of  Christie,  Manson  &  Woods, 
New  York,  was  the  evening's  speaker 
when  the  Friends  of  the  Sweet  Briar 
College  Library  held  their  third  annual 
membership  meeting  and  dinner  Apr. 
22.  Mrs.  Charles  N.  Prothro,  Wichita 
Falls,  Tex.,  chairman  of  the  Friends' 
Council,  presided  and  introduced  Mr. 
Patterson,  who  spoke  on  "Collecting 
in  Today's  Market." 

Before  his  appointment  last  Septem- 
ber to  head  the  New  York  branch  of 
Christie's,  famous  fine  arts  auctioneer- 
ing firm  in  London,  Mr.  Patterson  was 
a  vice-president  of  Parke-Bernet  Gal- 
leries, Inc.,  and  was  head  of  their  book 
department.  Following  his  graduation 
from  the  University  of  Texas,  he  spent 
six  years  in  graduate  study  at  Yale  and 
Columbia.  He  was  on  the  staff  of  the 
Yale  library  for  two  years  and  from 
1962  to  1964  he  was  Honorary  Con- 
sultant to  the  Library  of  Congress. 

That  afternoon,  while  some  mem- 
bers toured  the  Mary  Helen  Cochran 
Library  and  the  Charles  A.  Dana 
Wing,  the  Council  met  in  the  Fergus 
Reid  Rare  Book  Room  of  the  library. 

Organized  three  years  ago  by  Mrs. 
Prothro,  the  Friends  of  the  Sweet 
Briar  Library  has  a  membership  of 
nearly  275  this  year.  C.  Waller  Bar- 
rett, Charlottesville,  is  vice-chairman  of 
the  Council;  Miss  Tyler  Gemmell, 
college  librarian,  is  secretary;  and  the 
treasurer  is  Peter  V.  Daniel,  college 
treasurer.

Eight  Colleges 

Plan  Student  Exchange 

Sweet  Briar  and  six  other  indepen- 
dent colleges  in  Virginia  and  one  in 
North  Carolina  are  considering  a 
possible  student  exchange  program. 
Colleges  included  are:  Davidson, 
Hampden-Sydney,  Hollins,  Mary  Bald- 
win, Randolph-Macon,  Randolph-Ma- 
con Woman's  College,  and  Washington 
and  Lee  University. 

Strong  interest  in  such  a  program 
was  expressed  at  the  first  meeting,  at 
which  Dean  Catherine  S.  Sims  repre- 
sented Sweet  Briar.  Discussions  are 
being  continued  and  many  details  must 
be  studied  before  the  program  could 
go  into  effect,  possibly  by  1970-71. 

Basic  plans  provide  that  a  student 
in  any  of  the  eight  colleges  might  at- 
tend another  of  the  participating  col- 
leges for  a  year  or  possibly  a  semester. 
Each  college  would  indicate  the  num- 
ber of  such  students  it  could  accept. 

This  program  presents  numerous 
problems  as  well  as  these  advantages: 
it  would  extend  the  range  of  courses 
available  to  students;  it  would  give  stu- 
dents a  diversified  educational  experi- 
ence; and  since  the  colleges  are 
predominantly  for  men  or  women,  each 
would  gain  a  limited  coeducational 
experience.

Graduation  Program, 
Speakers  Announced 

Sweet  Briar's  sixtieth  Commence- 
ment events  will  bring  the  fathers  of 
two  members  of  the  graduating  class 
as  principals  on  the  program.  This  cus- 
tom has  been  followed  for  a  number 
of  years. 

The  Rev.  Charles  H.  Douglass,  rec- 
tor of  St.  John's  Episcopal  Church  in 
Montgomery,  Ala.,  will  preach  the 
Baccalaureate  Sermon  in  the  Memorial 
Chapel  at  3  o'clock  Saturday  after- 
noon, May  31,  and  the  Hon.  Maurice 
M.  Bernbaum,  U.  S.  Ambassador  to 
Venezuela,  will  give  the  Commence- 
ment address  at  10:30  a.m.  Sunday, 
June  1,  in  the  Quadrangle.  Their 
daughters  are  Melville  Douglass  and 
Marcia  Bernbaum. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Douglass  is  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  the  South  and 
Virginia  Theological  Seminary,  where 
he  received  his  bachelor  of  divinity 
degree  in  1941.  He  was  student  chap- 
lain at  the  University  of  Alabama  four 
years,  served  several  small  churches  in 
Alabama,  and  was  a  Navy  chaplain 
for  a  year. 

He  went  to  Birmingham  as  rector 
of  Trinity  Church,  Bessemer,  and  later 
to  San  Antonio  as  rector  of  Trinity 
Church  for  six  years  before  going  to 
Montgomery  in  1957.  He  has  held  a 
number  of  administrative  positions  in 
the  Diocese  of  West  Texas  and  in 
Alabama. 

Ambassador  Bernbaum,  a  diplomat 
who  has  spent  more  than  30  years  in 
the  foreign  service,  has  held  posts  in 
South  America  during  most  of  that 
period.  A  graduate  of  Harvard,  he  con- 
tinued his  studies  in  economics  at  the 
University  of  Chicago  and  was  engaged 
in  social  work  in  Illinois  and  as  an 
economist  for  the  U.  S.  Tariff  Com- 
mission before  his  appointment  as  vice- 
consul  at  Vancouver  in  1936.  Two 
years  later  he  was  transferred  to  Singa- 
pore.

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Two  Short  Courses 

Offered  in  Ecology 

Using  the  natural  resources  of  our 
spacious  campus,  two  short  courses  in 
Ornithology  and  Ecology,  taught  at 
college  level,  will  be  given  at  Sweet 
Briar  in  June  by  Dr.  Ernest  P.  Ed- 
wards, professor  of  biology  and  noted 
ornithologist.  Modern  approaches  and 
recent  advances  in  ecology  will  be 
stressed,  using  birds  on  campus  to  il- 
lustrate principles  under  discussion. 

The  first  course,  open  only  to  alum- 
nae and  their  husbands  with  enrollment 
limited  to  20,  will  start  Tuesday  after- 
noon June  3  and  end  Saturday,  June 
7.  It  has  no  prerequisites  and  offers 
no  credit. 

The  second,  from  June  8  through 
June  14,  is  open  to  men  and  women 
who  have  completed  two  years  of  col- 
lege and  offers  one  unit  of  college 
credit  to  those  who  satisfactorialy  com- 
plete a  final  examination.  Participants 
need  not,  however,  enroll  for  credit. 

Both  courses  will  include  daily  lec- 
tures, field  work  and  laboratory  work, 
with  several  evening  film  sessions.  Ad- 
ditional time  is  allowed  for  study  and 
recreation,  and  the  college  libraries, 
the  lake,  and  tennis  courts  will  be  open 
to  those  enrolled.  No  sessions  will  be 
open  to  the  general  public. 

Further  information  concerning  both 
programs — costs,  registration  forms, 
equipment  and  clothing — may  be  ob- 
tained from  Dr.  Edwards.  He  taught 
a  similar  course  for  alumnae  at  Sweet 
Briar  last  summer.

Princeton  Theologian 

Gives  Lyman  Lecture 

Dr.  James  I.  McCord,  president  of 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary,  de- 
livered the  Eugene  William  and  Mary 
Ely  Lyman  Lecture  in  the  Philosophy 
of  Religion  on  Apr.  21  in  the  Me- 
morial Chapel.  His  subject  was  "The 
Quest  for  the  Human." 

This  lecture  was  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  Maurice  Pate,  director  of 
UNICEF  from  1946  until  his  death 
in  1965.  His  wife,  Dr.  Martha  Lucas 
Pate,  fourth  president  of  Sweet  Briar, 
introduced  Dr.  McCord.  She  was  in- 
strumental in  establishing  the  Lyman 
Lectureship  in  1948,  shortly  after  the 
death  of  Dr.  Eugene  W.  Lyman,  who 
had  lived  at  Sweet  Briar  after  his  re- 
tirement in  1940  from  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  New  York. 

The  name  of  Dr.  Mary  Ely  Lyman, 
who  was  Dean  and  Professor  of  Reli- 
gion at  Sweet  Briar  from  1940  to 
1950,  was  added  to  the  title  of  the 
lectureship  in  1966.  Now  living  at 
Claremont,  Calif.,  Mrs.  Lyman  was 
unable  to  attend  the  lecture,  but  was 
represented  by  her  granddaughter, 
Mary  Ely  Lyman,  '71,  and  grandson, 
Eugene  W.  Lyman,  a  graduate  student 
at  the  University  of  Virginia. 

A  distinguished  teacher,  preacher, 
and  leader  in  affairs  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  which  he  has 
represented  at  many  national  and  in- 
ternational church  conferences.  Dr. 
McCord  is  currently  serving  as  North 
American  Secretary  of  the  World  Al- 
liance of  Reformed  and  Presbyterian 
Churches. 


History  Professor 

Wins  N.F.H.  Grant 

Dr.  Paul  C.  Taylor,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  history,  is  one  of  80  young 
scholars  to  receive  a  post-doctoral 
grant  from  the  National  Foundation 
for  the  Humanities,  which  was  estab- 
lished as  an  independent  agency  of  the 
federal  government,  in  1965  for  the 
purpose  of  strengthening  scholarship 
in  the  humanities. 

The  $9500  grant  will  enable  Dr. 
Taylor  to  visit  a  number  of  widely- 
scattered  libraries  from  coast  to  coast 
during  the  summer,  gathering  materials 
for  the  expansion  and  revision  of  his 
doctoral  thesis  which  he  completed  at 
Harvard  in  1966.  He  expects  to  spend 
most  of  the  remainder  of  the  year  at 
the  Schlesinger  Library  on  the  History 
of  Women  in  America,  at  Radcliffe 
College. 

His  thesis,  on  the  nature  of  twen- 
tieth-century American  feminism,  is 
focused  on  the  moderate  feminism 
which  was  more  influential  and  wide- 
spread than  the  militant  crusades  nor- 
mally associated  with  the  movement. 

Dr.  Taylor  is  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
graduate  of  Dartmouth  College  and  be- 
gan teaching  at  Sweet  Briar  in  1964. 
He  teaches  several  courses  in  Amer- 
ican history  and  is  adviser  to  the 
interdepartmental  major  in  American 
History  and  Literature.

Dr.  Arnold  Joseph,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  French  at  Denison  Univer- 
sity, Granville,  O.,  has  been  appointed 
Professor-in-charge  of  the  1969-70 
Sweet  Briar  Junior  Year  in  France. 
Mme.  Edmonde  Bissiere,  instructor  in 
French  at  Wheaton  College,  was  ap- 
pointed assistant  professor-in-charge. 

Dr.  Joseph  completed  his  Ph.D.  de- 
gree at  Ohio  State  University,  where 
he  also  earned  bachelor's  and  master's 
degrees.

Bissiere  is  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Bordeaux,  France.  She 
holds  a  special  teaching  certificate,  has 
taught  English  in  several  French 
lycees,  and  has  been  teaching  at 
Wheaton  since  1966.

he  went  to  Caracas,  Venezuela,  for 
the  first  time  in  1942.  Since  then  he 
has  served  tours  in  Guatemala,  Quito, 
Caracas,  Buenos  Aires,  and  the  State 
Department,  in  the  Bureau  of  Inter- 
American  Affairs  and  later  as  director 
of  the  Office  'of  South  American  Af- 
fairs for  four  years. 

Ambassador  Bernbaum  returned  to 
Quito  in  1960,  this  time  as  Ambassa- 
dor to  Ecuador,  and  was  transferred  to 
his  present  post  in  Caracas  in   1965. 


Pass/Fail  Elections 
Approved  by  Faculty 

A  limited  system  of  enrollment  for 
courses  on  a  Pass/Fail  basis  has  been 
adopted  by  the  faculty,  effective  in 
1969-70  for  a  two-year  trial  period. 
The  Student  Curriculum  Committee 
has  advocated  Pass/Fail  several  years. 

Proponents  of  the  plan  say  that  it 
will  enable  students  to  sample  courses 
in  which  they  are  interested  but  would 
otherwise  hesitate  to  elect  because  they 
might  not  do  well.  Learning  for  the 
sake  of  learning,  not  for  the  sake  of 
grades,  is  their  slogan. 

Beginning  with  registration  this 
spring,  a  junior  or  senior  whose  cum- 
ulative credit  ratio  is  1.3  or  better  may 
elect  to  take  one  course  each  semester 
on  a  Pass/Fail  basis  if  she  is  carrying 
at  least  four  graded  courses.  Pass/ 
Fail  courses  may  not  exceed  12  sem- 
ester hours  of  credit  over  two  years. 

They  may  not  count  toward  the 
major  or  satisfy  degree  requirements. 
Instructors  or  departments  may  exclude 
certain  courses  from  Pass/Fail. 

The  plan  adopted  at  Sweet  Briar 
carries  some  further  limitations.  The 
student  is  responsible  for  meeting  all 
academic  obligations  of  the  course,  in- 
cluding tests,  papers  and  examinations, 
and  will  be  graded  on  the  same  basis 
as  all  others  enrolled  in  the  course. 

If  the  final  grade  is  C-  or  better, 
she  will  receive  a  Pass  and  credit 
toward  the  degree  but  the  course  will 
not  be  counted  in  the  computation  of 
her  cumulative  credit  ratio.  A  final 
grade  below  C-  will  be  marked  as  Fail; 
the  student  will  receive  no  credit  and 
the  grade  will  not  be  included  in  her 
credit  ratio. 


•  A  National  Science  Foundation 
Fellowship  for  graduate  study  in  chem- 
istry has  been  awarded  to  Bryan  Al- 
phin,  '69,  of  Pike  Road,  Ala.  Majoring 
in  chemistry  under  the  Honors  Pro- 
gram, Bryan  was  elected  to  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  as  a  junior  and  she  is  an  Emilie 
Watts  McVea  Scholar  as  the  ranking 
member  of  her  class.  Last  summer  she 
held  an  AEC-Student  Trainee  Grant 
at  Oak  Ridge  National  Laboratory. 
She  will  use  her  $2,400  NSF  Fellow- 
ship at  Cornell  University,  where  she 
will  have  a  $1,000  teaching  assistant- 
ship. 

•  Barbara  Offutt,  '70,  won  one  of 
three  $1,000  scholarships  for  summer 
study  in  England  awarded  to  students 
in  Virginia  colleges  by  the  Richmond 
and  Norfolk  chapters  of  the  English- 
Speaking  Union.  Barbara  is  majoring 
in  drama  under  the  Honors  Program 
and  is  the  only  junior  elected  to  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  this  year.  She  plans  to 
attend  the  six-weeks  session  on  Shakes- 
peare and  Elizabethan  Drama  con- 
ducted by  the  University  of  Birming- 
ham at  Stratford-upon-Avon. 

•  Joseph  Miller,  instructor  in  psy- 
chology, is  one  of  30  college  teachers 
admitted  to  a  summer  institute  in 
animal  behavior,  sponsored  by  the  Na- 
tional Science  Foundation,  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina-Raleigh. 

•  Sixteen  students  are  practice-teach- 
ing this  semester  in  Amherst  County 
public  schools.  Of  these,  nine  are 
teaching  various  subjects  in  high  school 
and  seven  are  teaching  classes  in  two 
elementary  schools.
